“ I’m v ery optimistic," Edgar Speer 
told reporters after meeting for more 
than three hou rs Thu rsday at the 
White Hou se with the President, his 
top trade adv isers, congressm en, 
u nion leaders and representativ es of 
env ironmental and consu mer grou ps. 
Carter called the session b ecau se of 
sagging profits and plant closings that 
hav e recenUy resu lted in ab ou t 19,000 
lay offs. 
Lloy d McBride, president of the 
United Steelwork ers u nion, said he 
wanted Carter to tak e more drastic 
action.

No Need For ERA 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Former 
Senator Sam Erv in of North Carolina 
say s there’s no need for the Eq u al 
Rights Amendment. 
“The ERA is not necessary b ecau se 
the Su preme Cou rt now holds that 
ev ery law in the land—federal or state 
— which mak es any distinction b et­ 
ween the rights of men and women is 
u nconstitu tional u nless the law is 
b ased on reasonab le grou nds for the 
protection of women,” he said. 
Erv in spok e Wednesday at the 
Univ ersity of Missou ri-Kansas City . 


Disagreeing “in a v ery small degree 
with Mr. Speer,’’ the steelwork ers' 
president told reporters he su pports 
enforcement of antidu mping laws as a 
long-range way to deal with the in­ 
du stry ’s prob lems.

At the same time in Genev a, Swit­ 
zerland, a grou p holding a k idnaped 
West German indu strialist reportedly 
issu ed a commu niq u e also setting a 
Su nday deadline for West Germany to 
meet its demands, inclu ding release of 
11 fellow terrorists. 
A Genev a lawy er acting as mediator 
for the k idnapers of Hanns Martin 
Schley er said the grou p claimed the 
hijack ing had a “direct link ” with last 
month’s Schley er ab du ction. 
The hijack ers here set a deadline of 8 
a.m. EDT Su nday and the Genev a 
commu niq u e set a 4 a.m. EDT Su nday 
deadline, say ing the liv es of the 
airliner hostages were at stak e. The 
hijack ers did not say what they wou ld 
do if their demands were not met. 
The gu nmen, b eliev ed to nu mb er at 
least two, commandeered the Lu f­ 
thansa Boeing 7 37 Thu rsday after it 
left the Spanish island of Mallorca. 
They forced it to land at Rome, Cy pru s 
and then Bahrain, and finally ordered 
it to Du b ai. 
The plane, originally b ou nd for 
Frank fu rt, carried fiv e crew memb ers 
and 87 passengers, inclu ding the 
hijack ers. 
Au thorities here rejected demands 
b y the hijack ers to refu el the aircraft 
for an onward jou rney . Bu t they gav e 
them fresh su pplies of food and water, 
and an airport spok esman said a 
req u est for telephone contact with 
someone in West Germany also was 
b eing arranged. He did not elab orate. 
The airport was cordoned off b y 
troops as the em irate’s defense 
m inister, Sheik Mohammed b in 
Rashid al Mak tou m, b egan negotiating 
b y radio from the control tower. 
Officials said a Du b ai policewoman 
allowed to b oard the plane reported 
that “all the passengers are in good 
shape.” 
The hijack ers did not u nmediately 
identify the 11 persons whose freedom 
they were demanding, officials said. 
The defense minister’s appeal to the 
gu nmen to release the women and 
children passengers was refu sed. None 
of the hostages was released du ring 
Thu rsday ’s three refu eling stops.

energy tax b ill that k ills most of 
C arter’s proposals. 
The b ill, du e for a final v ote today , 
inclu des b illions of dollars worth of tax 
b reak s, b u t none of the energy tax 
increases Carter say s are needed to 
encou rage conserv ation. 
In a major v ote Thu rsday , the panel 
approv ed a b ig tax credit to help 
factories and power plants conv ert to 
coal. Carter wanted instead to tax 
indu stries that continu e to rely on oil or 
natu ral gas. 
The panel’s v ote came a few hou rs 
after Carter reminded a nationally 
b roadcast news conference that he has 
v eto power, as well as the au thority to 
order gasoline rationing, if Congress 
does not approv e an energy program 
acceptab le to him. 
Carter attack ed the oil indu stry on 
Thu rsday , comparing it to those who 
reap enormou s profits from the misery 
of war. He said remov al of federal 
controls from the price of oil and 
natu ral gas cou ld resu lt in “the b iggest 
ripoff in history ." 
Carter’s remark s drew a predictab le 
response from the oil companies — a 
Shell Oil spok esman called it “a 
damned sev ere attack ” — and left k ey 
Repu b licans u nhappy , 
Howard Blau v elt. chairm an of 
Continental Oil Co., called Carter’s 
rem ark s 
intem perate.

Swearingen, chairman of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, termed the Carter's 
presentation “an emotional appeal to 
defend a tax program that is not 
defensib le.”

The bill, due for a final vote today, 
includes billions of dollars worth of tax 
breaks, but none of the energy tax 
increases Carter says are needed to 
encourage conservation. 
In a major vote Thursday, the panel 
approved a big tax credit to help 
factories and power plants convert to 
coal. Carter wanted instead to tax 
industries that continue to rely on oil or 
natural gas. 
The panel’s vote came a few hours 
after Carter reminded a nationally 
broadcast news conference that he has 
veto power, as well as the authority to 
order gasoline rationing, if Congress 
does not approve an energy program 
acceptable to him. 
Carter attacked the oil industry on 
Thursday, comparing it to those who 
reap enormous profits from the misery 
of war. He said removal of federal 
controls from the price of oil and 
natural gas could result in “the biggest 
ripoff in history.” 
Carter’s remarks drew a predictable 
response from the oil companies — a 
Shell Oil spokesman called it “a 
damned severe attack’’ — and left key 
Republicans unhappy. 
Howard Blauvelt, chairman of 
Continental Oil Co., called Carter’s 
rem arks 
intemperate.

Swearingen, chairman of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, termed the Carter's 
presentation “an emotional appeal to 
defend a tax program that is not 
defensible.” 
Tile President “ought to be the first 
to realize that he has a turkey on his 
hands,” said Senate Minority iieader 
Howard Baker, R-Tenn. Sen. Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., a member of the finance 
committee, said the only hope for 
Carter’s energy program is for the 
President to rewrite it. 

Russell B. Long, chairman of 
the finance committee, which has been 
heavily responsible for rewriting the 
program, is leading congressional 
forces who view the Carter plan as too 
dependent on conservation and too 
weak on increased energy production.

The hotel, which has graced the 
Boardwalk for 76 y ears, will close Oct. 
25, a victim of the coming casino 
gambling here. Bally Manufacturing 
Corp., the slot machine maker, will 
soon begin major renovations to turn 
the hotel into a giant gambling palace. 


But Thursday night, as part of a 
nostalgic “ Au Revoir” weekend, the 
“home of the newly wed and nearly 
dead” called back more than 300 of its 
old friends for one last drink, dinner 
and dance. 
Mrs. Brownlee has been coming for 
65 of her 8 2 y ears. Her husband, 
Herbert, proposed to her on the sun 
porch Sept. 1,19 19 . "Where else?” she 
said. 
They returned for their honey moon 
that winter and have been coming 
back since, alway s asking for a room 
ending with “65.” Only those rooms 
have five windows overlooking the 
ocean, she ex plained. 


“The Marlborough-Blenheim is like 
an oasis in a desert,” said Joseph 
Morris of Rising Sun, Md.

The hotel, which has graced the 
Boardwalk for 76 years, will close Oct.

Bally Manufacturing 
Corp., the slot machine maker, will 
soon begin major renovations to turn 
the hotel into a giant gambling palace. 


But Thursday night, as part of a 
nostalgic “Au Revoir” weekend, the

NEW YORK (AP) - Punk rock has 
arrived in America, but nobody’s sure 
whether punk’s rebellious, high energy 
music and outlandish dress will 
become the musical standard of the 
late 1970s or join glitter rock, disco and 
reggae as a musical footnote of the 
decade. 
Punk is a main topic of conversation 
in the music industry and most record 
companies have descended on punk 
clubs like CBGB here, the Rat in 
Boston or the Whisky in Los Angeles 
the way they did in England to cash in 
on the British rock groups of the 
mid 1960s. 
Rock music magazines — including 


the bible of the rock world, Rolling 
Stone — devote increasing attention to 
punk groups, even though members of 
most punk bands give the impression 
they can’t or won’t read anything more 
complicated than a comic book. 
But the big question is whether rock 
music fans who seem increasingly to 
prefer middle of the road sounds like 
Fleetwood Mac, Steve Miller and 
Peter Frampton will embrace groups 
that generally reject melody and in-, 
strumental finesse in favor of the 
tough, rebellious posture of Patti 
Smith, the Ramones and the Dead 
Boys.

The punk philosophy holds “any kid 
can pick up a guitar and become a rock 
’n’ roll star, despite or because of a 
lack of ability, talent, intelligence ... 
and-or potential. And (the punk 
rocker) 
usually does so out 
of 
frustration, hostility, a lot of nerve and 
a need for ego fulfillment,” writes 
John Holmstrom, editor of New York’s 
Punk magazine. 
Despite the sentiments, punk stars 
like Patti Smith and the Ramones look 
down on the new bands arriving almost 
daily in New York to play at the city’s 
numerous punk palaces. Guitarist 
Tom Verlaine of Television has a blunt 
assessment of his peers: “What most 
of the CBGB bands need is a lot of 
practice.” 
His band and many other original 
CBGB performers now shun the punk 
label, preferring no label at all or the 
designation “new wave” in the hope 
that it downplays the punk attitude and 
stresses music. . 
Because of that stress on image and 
style over musical proficiency, punk 
bands compete for the most suggestive 
vor outrageous names they can find: the 
"Dictators, Weirdos, Zeroes, Void-Oids. 
Stiv Bators of the Dead Boys proudly 
shows off wounds received from fans 
throwing bottles — and those that were 
self-inflicted. 
“Young. Loud and Snotty” is the title 
of one punk album; one of the 
movement’s anthems is “ Blank 
Generation,” sung, ironically, by one 
of its most vibrant performers, 
Richard Hell. 
Old names gravitate toward the 
CBGB club here, the birthplace of the 
movement, in hopes of being noticed in 
the punk media glare, like Peter Tork, 
once of the Monkees, and Lance Loud, 
a member of television’s “ An 
American Family” several seasons 
back. Several punk clothing stores 
offer the finest in torn T-shirts, zip­ 
pered leather jackets and chains for 
punk’s predominantly white, male 
audience. 
While British punk groups like the 
Sex Pistols have received more at­ 
tention than their American coun­ 
terparts, they actually are based on 
earlier American punk rockers like the 
Ramones. The Pistols exist in a 
violent, “ Clockwork Orange” -type 
atmosphere in which they cut hit songs 
dealing with anarchy and insults to the 
queen and get attacked on the street by 
more civic-minded Britons. 
Punk is a complete turnaround from 
the rock music explosion of the mid- 
and late-1960s. Pot is out, alcohol is in; 
horns and synthesizers are ignored in 
favor of a simpler guitar-bass-drum 
lineup; extended guitar solos are 
banned in favor of intense three- 
minute songs.

tired so many rock groups in the 1960s, 
nothing could be less relevant to the 
bored members of the self-proclaimed 
“blank generation.” 
“There’s no longer the Vietnam war, 
drugs or long-hair keeping people 
together,” writes Holmstrom. “We 
grew up with all that and accept it. 
Sure, there’s a similarity between the 
’50s and ’70s.” 
Most of television’s 1950s “Happy 
Days” gang, however, would be very 
uncomfortable with a punk rock outfit: 
zippered leather jackets, Nazi regalia, 
torn T-shirts and safety pins attached 
everywhere — even through the noses 
of some of the more committed. 
The one “Happy Days” character 
who might be comfortable in such an 
environment is a punk hero: Fonzie, 
tough, street smart and cool. The 
image is hardly new; Humphrey 
Bogart, James Dean and even Elvis 
Presley found fame in projecting 
varying degrees of rebelliousness, 
cynicism and scornful alientation. 
The three-chord, guitar-dominated 
punk songs have found favor among 
many rock critics brought up on 
similar mid-1960s music by groups like 
the Who. Such critics love punk, praise 
it for its “minimalism” and “reduc­ 
tionism” and elevate it to an art form. 
Others ask whether rock needs its own 
Amateur Hour. 
Many feel today’s punk groups 
would have gone the way of the New 
York Dolls and MC5, groups that 
played punk-style music in the late 
1960s and early ’70s, if it weren’t for 
rock critics hungry for a musical trend 
to match Elvis in the 1950s or the 
Beatles in the ’60s.

King Of The City Room 


His bald head came up out of the 
green eyeshade like a hard boiled egg. 
He was Frank Carson, city editor. His 
desk was jammed against one oc­ 
cupied by the assistant city editor and 
the photo assignment editor. 
Carson ran New York, or what was 
bad about it. He was old. His features 
sagged to the chin. He had 25 reporters 
and 15 photographers. The News gave 
him from 9:30 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. to get a 
newspaper out.

When a society boy married an 
Indian maiden and made her do nude 
war dances around his bed, Carson 
demanded pictures. Also a diary by the 
maiden who turned out to be more 
black than red. She had no diary, so 
one of Frank’s reporters wrote one for 
her. 
He spoke with his head down. 
Sometimes he glanced sidewards at a 
big wall clock. He had reporters who 
could write, and some who couldn’t. 
Those who couldn’t were experts at 
getting a story and retelling it to a 
rewrite man. Some had worked so long 
with the police that they protected the 
cops and took their pay from the 
newspaper. 
One knew all the divorce lawyers. He 
got juicy stories, but he had to work in 
the name and address of the cousel. 
Carson and Nichols got story tips from 
readers on the phones. Some were 
worth an assignment; others emerged 
from tilted heads and forked tongues. 
Every day Carson’s city room 
started slowly and worked itself into a 
spasm. Near press time, he was 
snatching 
paragraphs 
from 
typewriters one at a time. He fired 
Jack Miley three times for falling 
asleep on his typewriter carriage and 
hired him four times.

This very morning, tucked away in 
an inconspicuous section of the 
newspaper, was the following report: 


“A 3-year-old boy accidentally shot 
himself to death late Thursday night 
with the service revolver belonging to 
his father, a court officer. 
“The boy got the gun from a shelf 
above a dresser in his parent’s 
bedroom. The child’s father, 29, said 
that he had hidden it there before going 
to bed on Thursday night.” 
All of us must learn something from 
such a ghastly story. It’s almost 
beyond conception that a 3-year-old 
was able to climb to a “hidden” shelf, 
pick up a revolver and so handle it that 
the trigger could be fired and destroy 
him. But he did. It’s also beyond 
conception that a 29-year-old man 
could have been so careless as to leave 
a loaded gun, without the safety catch 
on, in a place accessible to a child. 
I’m 
certain 
that 
when 
he 
thoughtlessly “hid” his gun he had not 
the vaguest thought that he was 
jeopardizing the life of his child. So 
frequently we read of other gun ac­ 
cidents explained away by the com­ 
ment, “I didn’t know it was loaded”. 
The careless liandling of guns is not 
the only source of hazard in the home. 
Innumerable reports still pour in 
from emergency rooms all over 
America telling of children whose lives 


were threatened because they had 
swallowed drugs, chemicals, cleaning 
products, insecticides, detergents and 
bleaches. 
Not only are children vulnerable. 
Accidents to the elderly are frequently 
reported. Fractured hips from falls in 
the bathtub, on slippery floors, on 
stairs and on scatter rugs that are not 
nonskid, are far more common than 
most people suspect. 
When will we learn to carefully in­ 
spect our homes in order to uncover 
the potential dangers that un­ 
suspectingly exist within the “safety” 
of our homes? 


Coincident with this newspaper 
report came this letter from a reader: 
“Shouldn’t there be a law that would 
make it necessary for bicycle riders to 
wear a protective helmet? If there 
were such a law, my son would not be 
ashamed to be the only boy on the 
block to wear one. I bought him a 
helmet, but he refuses to wear it.” 
Not long ago, another reader told of 
lier son’s accident when he fell off a 
bike and fractured his skull. 
Now, spurred by a survey made by 
the American Medical Association, 
legislators are being, urged to make it 
compulsory for all those who operate, 
or ride as a passenger on, a motor­ 
cycle, a moped, or even a bicycle, to 
wear protective helmets.

NEW I B RULES 
Wh ile th e main p urp ose of a recently 
issued FCC Docket (No. 21318) was to 
p rop ose rewriting to p lain English 
Part 9 5 of th e Citizens Radio Service 
Rules — h idden in th e tex t of th e 
suggested new simp lified wording are 
a few (and interesting) CB radio 
p rop osals. Th e most im p ortant ch ange 
concerns h eigh t of CB base station 
antennas. 
At p resent, base station “ beam 
ty p e" antennas are limited to 20 feet 
above th e ground at th eir h igh est p oint 
of 20 feet above an ex isting structure. 
Th is ex isting structure can not be a 
tower or m ast unless it is licensed to 
anoth er radio service. (It is a little 
known fact th at "h am s" with am ateur 
radio licenses are allowed to mount 
beam ty p e CB antennas on th eir 
“ h am " tower but may not ex ceed th e 
tower h eigh t or 60 feet above th e 
ground.) Vertical ground p lane an­ 
tennas can be installed at a h eigh t not 
to ex ceed 60 feet at it's tallest p oint. 
Th e new p rop osed CB antenna rules 
will allow both vertical and directional 
(beam ) antennas to be 10 m eters 
(ex actly 32 feet 9 inch es) h igh er th an 
th e building or tree on wh ich it is 
mounted -or- th e h igh est p oint must 
not be m ore th an 20 m eters (ex actly 65 
feet 7 inch es-a m eter is 3.281 feet) 
above th e ground if mounted on a p ole, 
tower or rnast from th e ground. Wh ile 
th ere are a lot of factors to consider 
(such as antenna ty p e, terrain, nearby 
objects, etc.) th is increase in h eigh t 
could effectively double y our signal 
strength using th e sam e antenna. 
We feel 
th at th e 
new

p rop osals are in th e best interest of th e 
radio h obby ist — p articularly with 
regard to beam-ty p e antennas since 
beams aim th eir signal in one direction 
and actually reduce interference to 
oth er CB stations in oth ers.

If a second 
violation occurs within a period of 12 
months, the station is restricted from 
operation between 6:00 p.m. and 10:30 
p.m. (or until the interference has 
been eliminated and the operator 
receives written notice from the FCC 
to resume full time operation.) There 
is also a clause in the Amateur Rules 
(97.131B) which allows the FCC under 
extenuating circumstances to take any 
necessary steps to minimize in­ 
terference no matter who is at fault. 
The CB radio-hobbyist should not be 
too concerned about the far reaching 
effects of “Quiet Hours.” First of all, 
this is just a proposal by the FCC and 
even if this becomes law, the FCC will 
impose the provisions of this proposal 
only after the most thorough in­ 
vestigation — an investigation that will 
prove nearly all radio operators 
blameless if he is operating under the 
rules.

M O N RO EV ILLE, Ohio (AP) — 
"Basically, I think the people just 
wanted to keep their schools and kids 
in Monroeville," school Supt. Donald 
L. Halsey said Thursday after voters 
approved a new tax levy, saving the 
district from possible extinction, 
Faced with the prospect of seeing 
their district dissolved, voters in this 
rural northern Ohio community, where 
a new money proposal had not been 
passed in nearly a decade, turned out 
in large numbers to approve a 9-mill 
levy. 
The levy, which will provide an 
additional $245.000 annually for three 
years, was passed 1,116-326 Halsey 
said 
1,442 of the 
district’s 
1,800 
registered voters turned out to cast 
ballots. Similar levies were defeated 
*»n two previous occasions. 
"W e’ve got some good people up 


i ere, even though there has been a lot 
of negativism," Halsey said. 
Approval of the levy enabled the 
district's schools, which closed last 
week after running out of operating 
funds, to reopen today. Following the 
vote 
tabulation, 
the 
Board 
of 
Education met to begin proceedings 
for borrowing money against an­ 
ticipated revenues from the levy. 
If the levy had failed, schools would 
have remained closed until Jan. 2, but 
the district probably would have been 
dissolved at the end of the school year. 
The district's 900 students were 
dismissed indefinitely Oct. 7. Ohio law 
forbids schools from operating in debt 
Voters turned down 9-mill levies in 
June and August Residents’ current 
tax level is 27.3 mills, or $27.30 per 
$1,000 of assessed valuation. 
Nearly 20 Ohio school districts face 


similar votes this fall in attempts to 
keep 230,000 students in school. The 
Southern I»cal School District in 
Meigs County also closed Oct.7. A levy 
vote Oct. 28 will determine if the 
southern Ohio district remains closed 
the remainder of the year. 
The possibility of a shutdown also 
faces Cleveland, the state’s largest 
school district, but no additional levy is 
planned there. 
State legislators will be asked next 
week to consider a special measure to 
solve cash flow problems to keep 
Cleveland schools open.

litre, even though there has been a lot 
of negativism,” Halsey said. 
Approval of the levy enabled the 
district’s schools, which closed last 
week after running out of operating 
funds, to reopen today. Following the 
vote 
tabulation, 
the 
Board 
of 
Education met to begin proceedings 
tor borrowing money against an­ 
ticipated revenues from the levy. 
If the levy had failed, schools would 
have remained closed until Jan. 2, but 
the district probably would have been 
dissolved at the end of the school year. 
The district’s 900 students were 
dismissed indefinitely Oct. 7. Ohio law 
forbids schools from operating in debt. 
Voters turned down 9-mill levies in 
June and August. Residents’ current 
tax level is 27.3 mills, or $27.30 per 
$1,000 of assessed valuation. 
Nearly 20 Ohio school districts face 


similar votes this fall in attempts to 
keep 230,000 students in school. The 
Southern Local School District in 
Meigs County also closed Oct.7. A levy 
vote Oct. 28 will determine if the 
southern Ohio district remains closed 
the remainder of the year. 
The possibility of a shutdown also 
faces Cleveland, the state’s largest 
school district, but no additional levy is 
planned there. 
State legislators will be asked next 
week to consider a special measure to 
solve cash flow problems to keep 
Cleveland schools open.

BOSTON (AP) — American doctors 
with degrees from foreign schools 
knew far less about medicine when 
taking a certification test last year 
than those who studied in the United 
States or Canada, a research report 
says. 
Only 17 per cent of the Americans 
who studied abroad were able to pass 
the test in 1976 to certify them as 
specialists, compared with 80 per cent 
of those who went to American and 
Canadian schools, the study said. 
Increasing numbers of Americans 
who are unable to get into American 
medical schools are enrolling in 
foreign universities. 
A report on their training, prepared 
by the American Board of Internal 
Medicine, was published in today’s 
issue of the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 
The board administers a certifying 
examination for doctors who specialize 
in 
internal 
medicine. 
John 
Meskauskas, associate director of the 
board, said the exam “measures the 
person’s medical knowledge and 
problem-solving skills.” 
The tests are voluntary, and doctors 
can practice without taking them. “Ifs 
a 
mark 
of 
achievement,” 
said 
Meskauskas. 
“It 
signifies 
that 
a 
person has the medical training that a 
specialty board requires.” 
The test was taken by 3,528 doctors 
trained in the United States and 
Canada, 1,302 foreign doctors trained 
abroad and 73 American doctors with 
foreign training. 
Meskauskas said he believes that 
American doctors who study abroad do 
poorly on the exams because they are 
less bright and less well-trained than 
their American colleagues. 
“These are people who by and large 
liave tried to gain access to an 
American medical school and have 
been unsuccessful,” he said in an in­ 
terview. “They were unable to make it 
competitively. 
“There is also some question as to 
whether the foreign schools have as 
effective a curriculum as American 
schools,” 
he 
said, 
adding 
that 
student-teacher ratios and class and 
clinic time offered by foreign schools 


are not as good as American schools. 
The foreign-trained Americans also 
did worse on the internal medicine 
exam than foreign doctors who 
practice in the United States. Twenty­ 
nine per cent of the foreign physicians 
— all of them trained abroad — passed 
the test. 
However, 
there 
were 
wide 
dif­ 
ferences 
among 
nationalities. 
For 
instance, 45 per cent of the Peruvians 
passed the test in 1976, compared with 
9 per cent of Filipino doctors.

Nixon's Birthplace 


YORBA LINDA, Calif. (AP) — A 
non-profit group wants to buy Richard 
Nixon’s birthplace from the Yorba 
Linda School District and make it a 
historical site. 
The Nixon Birthplace Foundation, a 
group of eight local Nixon supporters, 
plans to offer the district $125,000 for 
the house and 1.3 acres of land. 
“It’s anticipated the board would 
respond favorably to the offer,” school 
Superintendent Sterling Fox said. 
The home is now rented to the 
district’s maintenance foreman. 
Meanwhile, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce in nearby San Clemente says it 
is expanding plans for bus tours of 
Nixon’s La Casa Pacifica estate. 
Alex Goodman, chamber manager, 
said the Nixons agreed to open the 
gates to the public Feb. 28 to raise 
money for the city’s 50th birthday 
celebration. 
The chamber had expected about 
4,300 persons to pay $2.50 for the tour, 
but it now says a heavy early response 
means that figure could double.

Energy Bill 


Sponsor Nixes 


Amendments 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
sponsor of the legislature’s major 
energy bill has rejected two sweeping 
amendments and defending the plan 
against mounting criticism in a Senate 
committee. 
Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D-71 
Boardman, said Thursday that Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown’s proposal to 
consolidate the 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission of Ohio and six other 
agencies with a new Department of 
Energy was, in effect, too much, too 
late. 
Carney, chairman of the House 
Energy and Environment Committee, 
said Democrat Brown 
should in­ 
troduce his own bill. 
The Youngstown-area lawmaker 
also rejected a proposal to lump the 
Ohio 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency with the energy department 
called for by the bill. 
Instead, he said he would introduce a 
bill next week to combine EPA with 
the Department of Natural Resources, 
a more compatible arrangement. 
The reorganized agency, to 
be 
known at the Department of Resource 
Conservation, 
would 
have 
en­ 
vironm ental, resource protection, 
recreation and general services 
divisions. 
Even as Carney was dismissing 
criticism of his bill by electric utilities, 
the Senate Energy and Public Utilities 
Committee heard objections from the 
Ohio Chamber of Commerce and 
Council of Retail Merchants. 
“ It seems evident that the bill is 
more comprehensive than needed to 
meet existing energy problems in 
Ohio,” Donald W. Van Tuyl of the 
chamber told the committee. 
“ We recommend reducing the 
present bill solely to those features 
needed to deal with possible energy 
emergencies,” he said. 
Carney said the utility opposition 
would serve to give the “ bill credibility 
with the people.” He said the powerful, 
new agency would enable the state to 
take a “ management function" in the 
face of energy shortages, rather than 
standing by and letting the utilities set 
policy. 
Sen. Neal F. Zimmers, DDayton, 
chairman of the Senate panel, did not 
schedule another hearing on Carney’s 
bill, but said he hoped to have 
legislation ready in November. The 
Senate returns for a two-day session 
next Wednesday; a November session 
has not yet been slated. 
“ After evaluating the shortcomings 
of the state’s management of last 
winter’s crisis,” Carney said, “ a 
repeat performance in Ohio because of 
a lack of preparedness would be 
outrageous.” And failure to enact his 
bill this year would be “ irresponsible,” 
the Mahoning County lawmaker said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio f A Pl - Issue 1 to 
overturn the state* election day 
legislation law, and Issue 2 barring 
leghold animal traps in Ohio, have 
been cleared for the Nov. 8 ballot by 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 


Opponents of the two constitutional 
amendments had asked the eourt in 
separate appeals to strike them from 
the ballot because of alleged technical 
irregularities by Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown 


The high court in a 5-2 vote Thursday 
upheld the legality of the proposed 
amendment to repeal a recently- 
enacted law permitting Ohioans to 
register and vote at polling places on 
election dav. 


The suit, brought on July 15 by an 
Athens Comity woman, Jane Williams 
of Albany, challenged Brown’s legal 
wording of the amendment, claiming it 
was misleading. 


“ The 
people 
have 
expressly 
reserved themselves the right of 
initiative," the majority opinion said. 
“ It is not the function of this court to 
interfere with the right and disen­ 
franchise the voters on the basis of 
some mere technical irregularities 
which will not interfere with a full and 
fair expression of the voters’ choice." 


Two Democratic justices, Frank D. 
Celebrezze and A. William Sweeney, 
dissented, but no written opinion was 
prepared, Sweeney said. 


In 
the 
legal 
action, 
filed 
by 
Youngstown attorney Eugene Greene, 
Mrs. 
Williams contended 
Brown’s 
wording of the text of the “ proposed 
amendment is so ambiguous on its face 
as to be constitutionally invalid.” 
The amendment would replace the 
election day registration statute with a 
constitutional requirement to register 
at least 30 days in advance of an 
election—a return to the old law. 
In addition, the amendment, if ap­ 
proved, would require a voter to 
exercise the franchise at least once 
every four years or be dropped from 
the rolls. The new law does not require 
an individual to vote, in order to 
maintain the franchise. 
The suit, which also challenged the 
wording of petitions that qualified the 
amendment for the ballot, asked the 
court to stop the November election on 
the issue. 


“ The 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment would effect a deprivation 
of the right to vote,” Mrs. Williams 
suit said, citing a philosophical 
argument of those who believe voting 
should be made as easy and accessible 
as possible for citizens. 
Her suit also contended that Brown’s 
ballot summary of Issue 1 was not a 
“ fair and truthful" portrayal of the 
amendment.

Brown were correct, the 12-page

The court action means Ohioans will 
have the right to vote “ yes” on the 
issue and return to a pre-registration 
law, or vote “ no" and the election day 
sign-up law. 
Democrats and their allies in 
organized labor generally favor the 
election day registration law, feeling 
that most of those utilizing it will vote 
Democratic. 


Republicans privately concede this, 
but also claim the law opens the door to 
widespread election fraud. 
The Nov. 8 vote will provide the first 
statewide 
test 
of 
election 
d ay , 
registration. 
In a unanimous decision on the 
leghold 
trap 
case, 
the 
court 
disallowed a writ sought by James H. 
Glass, chairm an of the W ildlife 
legislative Fund, on grounds the 
secretary exercised “ quasi judicial" 
powers in certifying the amendment. 
Attorneys for Glass argued that the 
amendment should not have been 
certified because summaries c ir­ 
culated to obtain voters’ signatures 
were “ misleading.” However, 
the 
court ruled on the procedural question 
and not on the summaries themselves. 
In its decision, the court said that the 
placing the leghold amendment on the 
ballot “ and the tabulating of votes cast 
thereon do not constitute the exercise 
of quasi-judicial 
power 
by the 
secretary of state." 
The Wildlife legislative Fund is an 
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organization assisting m the campaign 
to defeat Issue 2 on next month’s 
ballot. It would ban in Ohio the use of 
the steeljawed, leghold trap for the 
taking of four-legged animals and wild 
birds.

Meanwhile, in Cincinnati, Judge 
Nicholas Walinski took under ad­ 
visement the secretary of state's 
appeal of a restraining order issued in 
Toledo Wednesday.

Energy Bill 
Sponsor Nixes 
Amendments 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
sponsor of the legislature’s major 
energy bill has rejected two sweeping 
amendments and defending the plan 
against mounting criticism in a Senate 
committee. 
Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D-71 
Boardman, said Thursday that Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown’s proposal to 
consolidate the 
Public 
U tilities 
Commission of Ohio and six other 
agencies with a new Department of 
Energy was, in effect, too much, too 
late. 
Carney, chairman of the House 
Energy and Environment Committee, 
said Democrat Brown should in­ 
troduce his own bill. 
The Youngstown-area lawm aker 
also rejected a proposal to lump the 
Ohio 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency with the energy department 
called for by the bill. 
Instead, he said he would introduce a 
bill next week to combine EPA with 
the Department of Natural Resources, 
a more compatible arrangement. 
The reorganized agency, to be 
known at the Department of Resource 
Conservation, 
would 
have 
en­ 
vironm ental, resource protection, 
recreation and general services 
divisions. 
Even as Carney was dismissing 
criticism of his bill by electric utilities, 
the Senate Energy and Public Utilities 
Committee heard objections from the 
Ohio Chamber of Commerce and 
Council of Retail Merchants. 
‘‘It seems evident that the bill is 
more comprehensive than needed to 
meet existing energy problems in 
Ohio,” Donald W. Van Tuyl of the 
chamber told the committee. 
“ We recommend reducing the 
present bill solely to those features 
needed to deal with possible energy 
emergencies,” he said. 
Carney said the utility opposition 
would serve to give the “ bill credibility 
with the people.” He said the powerful, 
new agency would enable the state to 
take a “ management function” in the 
face of energy shortages, rather than 
standing by and letting the utilities set 
policy. 
Sen. Neal F. Zimmers, DDayton, 
chairman of the Senate panel, did not 
schedule another hearing on Carney’s 
bill, but said he hoped to have 
legislation ready in November. The 
Senate returns for a two-day session 
next Wednesday; a November session 
has not yet been slated. 
“ After evaluating the shortcomings 
of the state’s management of last 
winter’s crisis,” Carney said, “ a 
repeat performance in Ohio because of 
a lack of preparedness would be 
outrageous.” And failure to enact his 
bill this year would be “ irresponsible,” 
the Mahoning County lawmaker said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Issue I to 
overturn the state’ election day 
legislation law, and Issue 2 barring 
leghold animal traps in Ohio, have 
been cleared for the Nov. 8 ballot by 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 


Opponents of the two constitutional 
amendments had asked the court in 
separate appeals to strike them from 
the ballot because of alleged technical 
irregularities by Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown. 


The high court in a 5-2 vote Thursday 
upheld the legality of the proposed 
amendment to repeal a recently- 
enacted law permitting Ohioans to 
register and vote at polling places on 
election day. 


Tile suit, brought on July 15 by an 
Athens County woman, Jane Williams 
of Albany, challenged Brown’s legal 
wording of the amendment, claiming it 
was misleading. 


“ The 
people 
have 
expressly 
reserved themselves the right of 
initiative,” the majority opinion said. 
“ It is not the function of this court to 
interfere with the right and disen­ 
franchise the voters on the basis of 
some mere technical irregularities 
which will not interfere with a full and 
fair expression of the voters’ choice.” 


Two Democratic justices, Frank D. 
Celebrezze and A. William Sweeney, 
dissented, but no written opinion was 
prepared, Sweeney said.

Youngstown attorney Eugene Greene, 
Mrs. 
Williams contended Brown’s 
wording of the text of the “ proposed 
amendment is so ambiguous on its face 
as to be constitutionally invalid.” 
The amendment would replace the 
election day registration statute with a 
constitutional requirement to register 
at least 30 days in advance of an 
election—a return to the old law. 
In addition, the amendment, if ap­ 
proved, would require a voter to 
exercise the franchise at least once 
every four years or be dropped from 
the rolls. The new law does not require 
an individual to vote, in order to 
maintain the franchise. 
The suit, which also challenged the 
wording of petitions that qualified the 
amendment for the ballot, asked the 
court to stop the November election on 
the issue.

amendment would effect a deprivation 
of the right to vote,” Mrs. Williams 
suit said, citing a philosophical 
argument of those who believe voting 
should be made as easy and accessible 
as possible for citizens.

“ Reggie’s having enough trouble in 
right field to keep him from second- 
guessing the manager,” said Martin,

World Series as a team. None of our 
players should be talking against their 
teammate or the manager.” 
Fifty years after the

Murderer’s Row team spoke softly and 
carried big sticks, the 1977 Yankees, 
“ Murmurer’s Row,” was speaking 
loudly and carrying small sticks. 
Meanwhile, over on the other side of 
the field, the docile Dodgers were 
providing an interesting contrast, 
performing their version of “ Love 
Story,” an ongoing story of how 25 
players and a rookie manager can 
actually win games without con­ 
troversy.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A bill to 
temporarily bail Cleveland schools out 
of their current financial straits, 
avoiding their shutdown until the first 
of next year, apparently will be 
presented to the Senate when it con­ 
venes Oct, 19. 
An ad hoc Senate-House committee 
agreed Wednesday on the provisions of 
an emergency bill under which the 
Cleveland City School District could 
borrow $19 million to cover a projected 
deficit for the period of Oct. 17 to Dec. 
31. Cleveland officials would have to 
certify that the funds would be repaid 
by June 30, 1978. 
The education department was 
considering ordering a shutdown as 
early as next week, but had been 
awaiting legislative developments 
after being told leaders would try to 
come up with an emergency plan. 
Sen. M. M orris Jackson, D-21 
Cleveland, who served as chairman of 
the panel of education members from 
both chambers, said he will introduce 
the bill in the Senate. 
The legislature plans a session of 
brief but 
uncertain duration, the 
Senate returning Wednesday and the 
House a day later. 
The special panel, consisting of 
education committee members of both 


chambers, stressed that its agreement 
will represent a recommendation to 
legislative leaders, and should not be 
viewed as final. 
However, members acted after 
testimony from 
State 
Supt. 
of 
Instruction Franklin Walter, who said 
he was reasonably convinced that 
Cleveland could repay the debt as 
officials there have indicated. 
The committee’s proposal would 
affect only Cleveland, since it contains 
language that would extend such

borrowing 
privileges to 
districts which levy local property 
taxes of 35 mills or more. 
No other Ohio district, among 46 
which have requested state audits to 
determine their cash positions, levies 
that much millage. 
Among those which 
have been 
authorized to close by the instruction 
superintendent — four to this point •— 
all have levies on local ballots that 
could resolve their problems in the 
coming weeks. 
An audit of the Cleveland district’s 
books late last month disclosed the $19 
million deficit. At that time. State 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson certified 
next Monday, Oct. 17, as the date upon 
which the district could be ordered 
closed by the superintendent. 


Walter said he did not formally order 
the shutdown for Monday, in part 
because he was apprised of statements 
by legislative leaders in which they 
promised the city some legislative 
relief at the session planned later next 
week. 
Walter predicted the pending levies 
would pass, apparently including one 
in the embattled Toledo City District 
which is authorized to close Oct. 28 if 
the latest in a series of tax levies is 
once again rejected by voters. Jackson 
said he didn’t know the basis for the 
superintendent’s prediction. "YouTl 
have to ask him,” the senator said. 
Under Ohio’s laws, school districts 
may only borrow funds which they can 
repay within the same calendar year.

development department’s chief of

development department’s chief of 
local government services, says he is 
optimistic about a newly enacted tax 
bill giving property tax breaks for 
improvements in “ community rein­ 
vestment areas.”

Americans won nobel prizes for 
medicine Thursday, bringing to five 
the Nobel award this year to U.S. 
Citizens. 
Dr. Roger Guillemin, 53, ot me aaiK 
Institute in San Diego, Calif., and Dr. 
Andrew Schally, 50, of the Veterans 
Administration hospital in New 
Orleans, LA.,, shared one half of the 
$145,000 prize for their discoveries on 
peptide hormone production. 
The other half went to Dr. Rosalyn 
Yalow, 
56, 
of 
the 
Veterans 
Administration hospital in the Bronx, 
New York City, for discoveries con­ 
cerning peptide production of the 
brain. 
Two Americans and a Briton shared 
the Nobel Prize for physics, awarded 
Tuesday. The Americans were John H. 
Van Vleck, 78, of Harvard University 
and his former student, 
Philip 
Anderson, 55, of Princeton University 
and Bell Laboratories. The third 
receipient was Sir Nevill F. Mott, 72, of 
Cambridge University in England. 
The physics winners, who will share 
equally a $145,000 prize, were cited for 
research on the eletronic structure of 
magnetic and disordered systems.

o u t o f the state as its po licies ex pire. 


The Ohio -based firm said Thu rsday 
it nev er had an o perating pro fit in any 
o f the 25 y ears it did bu siness in New 
Jersey , with mo st o f the lo ss co ming in 
au to insu rance. 
The co mpany said that it had a 15.2 
millio n o perating lo ss o n the $23 
millio n o f premiu ms New Jersey ans 
paid in 197 6 fo r au to and fire insu rance. 


It also said that it wo u ld need a 41 
percent increase in au to insu rance 
premiu ms o n to p o f the 57 .5 percent 
increases receiv ed since 197 0 in o rder 


to break ev en. 
State Insu rance Co mmissio ner 
Jam es J. Sheeran said Natio nwide 
apparently was "u nhappy " becau se he 
has no t acted o n its applicatio n fo r a 41 
percent rate increase filed Ju ne 29.

whether her assailant can be tried fo r 
mu rder. 
In a decisio n reminiscent o f the 
Karen Ann Qu inlan case, the v ictim’s 
ang u ished parents and fiance g av e 
their permissio n fo r do cto rs to tu rn o ff 
a respirato r and allo w her to die, the 
lo cal co ro ner in the no rthern Eng lish 
city o f Bradfo rd repo rted Thu rsday . 
So me leg al au tho rities said that, if 
and when apprehended, her assailant 
co u ld charg e that the phy sicians who 
disco nnected her life su ppo rt were 
respo nsible fo r her death. 
Caro l Wilkinso n, 20, was attacked 
Mo nday while o n her way to her jo b as 
a bakery sales clerk in Bradfo rd. Her 
assailant flu ng her o v er a wall, 
sex u ally assau lted her and battered 
her abo u t the head. Her facial featu res 
were o bliterated bey o nd reco g nitio n. 
She was ro bbed o f o ne po u nd — $1.7 5. 
Do cto rs said Miss Wilkinsio n was 
"clinically dead” when she was ad­ 
mitted to the ho spital emerg ency 
ro o m, bu t the ho spital staff attached 
her to a respirato r that breathed fo r 
her and dru g s were administered *o 
aid her heart, kidney and circu lato ry 
fu nctio ns. 
Detectiv e Chief Su perintendent 
Denis Ho ban, in charg e o f the hu nt fo r 
her attacker, said Thu rsday she co u ld 
no t hav e su rv iv ed her inju ries. 
"There were discu ssio ns between 
the su rg eo n, the co ro ner and my self. 
Caro l’s parents and the bo y she was to 


marry were fu lly inv o lv ed and to ld 
ev ery thing ," he said. 
"'Hiey realized and accepted that the 
inju ries she had receiv ed were su ch 
that there was no way she co u ld hav e 
liv ed. 
"There is no do u bt in my mind at all 
that her assailant meant to kill her, 
and did so . I am satisfied the man left 
her fo r dead qu ite deliberately ,” he 
said. 
Do cto rs administered a v ariety o f 
tests to determine brain stem activ ity 
becau se g u idelines issu ed by the 
British Co nference o f Ro y al Medical 
Co lleg es and Facu lties pro v ide that 
life-su ppo rt sy stems may be with­ 
drawn if tests co nfirm brain death. 
All o f the tests sho wed irrev ersible 
brain death. 
"When they to ld u s the final test had 
pro v ed there were no sig ns o f life at 
all, we had to let them switch o ff the 
machine,” said the v ictim’s mo ther, 
Au drey Wilkinso n. 
A spo kesman fo r the Law So ciety , a 
pro fessio nal o rg anizatio n fo r a t­ 
to rney s, said that if her assailant is 
apprehended and tried, he co u ld arg u e 
that Miss Wilkinso n “co u ld hav e been 
kept aliv e fo r mo re than a y ear and a 
day ." Mu rder charg es canno t be 
bro u g ht in Britain if mo re than a y ear 
and a day elapse between the time o f 
the attack and the death o f the v ictim. 
Karen Ann Qu inlan has been in a 
co ma described as a "ho peless 
v eg etativ e state” since April 197 5. 
I jfe-su ppo rt sy stems were remo v ed in 
March 1976 after her parents bro u g ht 
su it to fo rce a New Jersey ho spital to 
disco nnect her respirato r.

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Nationwide Phasing Out Insurance 
Sales O perations In New Jersey 
YM CA Notes, News 


TRENTON, N .J. (AP) — The 
Nationwide Mutual Insurance Com­ 
panies has halted the sale of auto, fire 
and commercial insurance in New 
Jersey because of “chronic operating 
losses,” and announced plans to pull 
out of the state as its policies expire. 


The Ohio-based firm said Thursday 
it never had an operating profit in any 
of the 25 years it did business in New 
Jersey, with most of the loss coming in 
auto insurance. 
The company said that it had a $5.2 
million operating loss on the $23 
million of premiums New Jerseyans 
paid in 1976 for auto and fire insurance. 


It also said that it would need a 41 
percent increase in auto insurance 
premiums on top of the 57.5 percent 
increases received since 1970 in order 


to break even. 
State Insurance 
Commissioner 
James J. Sheeran said Nationwide 
apparently was “unhappy” because he 
lias not acted on its application for a 41 
percent rate increase filed June 29. He 
said the increase, because of com­ 
pounding, would have more than 
doubled Nationwide’s 1974 rates. 
“Many people would no longer be 
able to afford insurance,” Sheeran 
said. “What’s the purpose of having

Decision To Turn 
Off Life Machines 
Raises Legal Issue 


LONDON (AP) — Doctors switched 
off the life-supporting machine for a 
young woman “clinically dead” after a 
brutal sexual attack, and the action 
has raised a complicated legal issue of 
whether her assailant can be tried for 
murder. 
In a decision reminiscent of the 
Karen Ann Quinlan case, the victim’s 
anguished parents and fiance gave 
their permission for doctors to turn off 
a respirator and allow her to die, the 
local coroner in the northern English 
city of Bradford reported Thursday. 
Some legal authorities said that, if 
and when apprehended, her assailant 
could charge that the physicians who 
disconnected her life support were 
responsible for her death. 
Carol Wilkinson, 20, was attacked 
Monday while on her way to her job as 
a bakery sales clerk in Bradford. Her 
assailant flung her over a wall, 
sexually assaulted her and battered 
her about the head. Her facial features 
were obliterated beyond recognition. 
She was robbed of one pound — $1.75. 
Doctors said Miss Wilkinsion was 
“clinically dead” when she was ad­ 
mitted to the hospital emergency 
room, but the hospital staff attached 
her to a respirator that breathed for 
her and drugs were administered fo 
aid her heart, kidney and circulatory 
functions. 
D etective Chief Superintendent 
Denis Hoban, in charge of the hunt for 
her attacker, said Thursday she could 
not have survived her injuries. 
“There were discussions between 
the surgeon, the coroner and myself. 
Carol’s parents and the boy she was to 


marry were fully involved and told 
everything,” he said. 
“They realized and accepted that the 
injuries she had received were such 
that there was no way she could have 
lived. 
“There is no doubt in my mind at all 
that her assailant meant to kill her, 
and did so. I am satisfied the man left 
her for dead quite deliberately,” he 
said. 
Doctors administered a variety of 
tests to determine brain stem activity 
because guidelines issued by the 
British Conference of Royal Medical 
Colleges and Faculties provide that 
life-support systems may be with­ 
drawn if tests confirm brain death. 
All of the tests showed irreversible 
brain death. 
“When they told us the final test had 
proved there were no signs of life at 
all, we had to let them switch off the 
machine,” said the victim’s mother, 
Audrey Wilkinson. 
A spokesman for the Law Society, a 
professional organization for a t­ 
torneys, said that if her assailant is 
apprehended and tried, he could argue 
that Miss Wilkinson “could have been 
kept alive for more than a year and a 
day.” Murder charges cannot be 
brought in Britain if more than a year 
and a day elapse between the time of 
the attack and the death of the victim. 
Karen Ann Quinlan has been in a 
coma described as a “ hopeless 
vegetative state” since April 1975. 
Life-support systems were removed in 
March 1976 after her parents brought 
suit to force a New Jersey hospital to 
disconnect her respirator.
